{t is possible that bombing practice was being held in 
the Kremmen area, A bombing range, used primarily by 
ground attack units stationed near Berlin, is located 
near Kremmen. 

One ground attack regiment and twin-engine planes, 
ennfirmed at the field, Tu-2s or Pe=2s, It has not been 
deternined whether the twin-engine planes are recon 
naissanee planes or trainers of the pomber corps. 
During the past year a certain connection between these 
twin-engine rlanes and the bomber corps Was observed. 
There have been no indications recently to further 
support this theory. 
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
